TO  THE  SCALBY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Genttkmkn, 

Herewith  I  present  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District,  which  covers  the 
year  1908.  The  usual  tables  and  other  statistics  required  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  are  appended. 

The  drainage  system  has  worked  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  Some  of  the  houses  are  still  unconnected,  and  some 
require  their  connections  seeing  to.  The  covers  over  the  man¬ 
holes  in  the  village  streets  have  been  made  closed,  and  so  far 
the  ventilation  has  been  sufficient.  The  cottages  near  the 
Church  Bank  are  still  unconnected  to  the  sewer,  but  the  Council 
have  the  matter  before  them  and  have  given  instructions  to  the 
Inspector  to  remedy  the  defect.  As  the  beck  passes  close  to  the 
School,  it  is  essential  that  it  be  kept  free  from  contamination. 

A  Tip  has  at  last  been  found  on  Burniston  Road. 

The  Pigstyes  on  Peasholme  Road  have  given  no  further 
trouble,  and  the  tenants  have  removed  the  animals  altogether. 
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The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  systematically  in¬ 
spected.  A  few  of  the  owners  had  neglected  to  register  their 
names.  The  premises  were  in  the  majority  of  cases  found 
fairly  satisfactory,  the  defects  usuall}^  being  as  to  ventilation, 
light,  and  flooring. 

The  Butchers’  Shops  and  Slaughter  Houses  have  been 
well  looked  after. 

The  Water  supply  has  been  causing  some  anxiety,  the 
greatest  care  and  economy  being  necessary  to  supply  the 
growing  village  with  a  constant  supply. 

The  two  Workshops  and  the  one  Laundry  in  the  district 
have  been  well  kept. 

The  Death  Rate  is  15.7  per  1000  population,  a  slight  in¬ 
crease  on  last  year.  The  total  deaths  were  21,  being  the  same 
as  1907.  Nine  of  the  deaths  were  of  non-residents,  leaving  12 
deaths  for  the  district  proper,  or  a  rate  of  8.6  per  1000 — a 
reduction  of  2.1 

Four  of  the  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  were  persons  of  65 
years  and  upwards,  four  over  25,  two  between  one  and  five,  and 
two  under  one  year.  One  infant  died  from  Scarlet  Fever,  and 
one  from  Enteritis.  Between  one  and  five  years,  one  death  was 
from  Tubercular  disease  and  one  from  Rickets.  One  adult  died 
from  Puerperal  Fever,  one  from  Phthisis,  one  from  Cancer  (a 
reduction  of  two  in  1907),  one  from  Bronchitis,  one  from 
Alcoholism,  one  from  Heart  Disease,  one  from  Thrombosis, 
and  one  from  Old  Age.  Of  the  nine  “  Non-resident  ”  deaths, 
one  (an  infant)  died  from  Enteritis,  one  from  Scarlet  Fever, 
one  from  Diphtheria,  one  from  Tubercular  disease,  one  from 
Cancer,  one  from  Liver  disease,  one  from  Heart  disease,  one 
from  an  Accident,  and  one  from  Cerebral  disease.  The  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  cases  died  in  the  Sanatorium. 

The  Infantile  mortality  rate  is  120 — a  slight  decrease 
from  1907. 
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Twenty-five  Births  were  registered,  14  ifiales  and  ii 
females.  Two  were  illegitimate.  The  rate  for  the  year  was 
17.9  per  1000  population,  the  lowest  since  1902. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  notifiable 
diseases,  16  cases  being  registered  against  two  in  1907.  Thir¬ 
teen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  the  infection  being 
imported.  One  case  was  notified  in  April,  four  cases  in  July 
(one  being  removed  to  Sanatorium),  two  cases  in  August,  three 
in  September,  and  three  in  October  (one  being  removed  to 
Sanatorium). 

The  expense  of  removing  cavSes  to  the  Sanatorium  being 
considerable,  the  Council  could  not  see  their  way  to  saddle  the 
rates  with  the  cost  of  maintaining  cases  there. 

The  Day  School  was  closed  as  a  result  of  this  epidemic 
from  27th  July  to  7th  September,  and  on  re-opening  fresh  cases 
broke  out,  evidently  pointing  to  a  child  attending  who  was  still 
infectious.  I  could  not  trace  such  a  case,  so  considered  it 
advisable  to  re-close  the  school  from  i6th  September  to  2nd 
October. 

One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified,  the  disease  being 
contracted  in  London. 

One  case  of  Erysipelas  was  registered,  and  one  case  of 
Puerperal  Fever  (fatal). 

A  few  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Mumps 
were  ascertained  during  the  year. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  was  com¬ 
menced  in  April,  and  continued  again  in  October,  19  children 
being  examined,  the  youngest  being  3J  years  and  the  oldest 
nearly  12  years  old. 

Three  parents  had  notices  sent  to  them  about  their 
children’s  health. 

The  ventilation,  lighting,  and  sanitary  arrangements  of 
the  School  were  found  satisfactory.  No  arrangement  for  drying 
boots  or  cloaks  is  provided. 
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I  hav^  to  thank  Mr.  Whipp  and  Mr.  Iveson  for  their 
able  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  thank  the  Chairman  of 
the  Sanitary  and  flighting  Committee,  and  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Clerk  for  their  kindness  and 
courtesy.
